Their ideas were expanded, and 
they retired with relnetance from the scat ne, to them new, but most inter- 
esting, ‘Lhe result was as might be eapec ted ; immediately after the meet- 
ing a number hecauie subseribers who had not subscribed before. Nor

was this all: the account of this new thing spread a: ‘ound, and the peas- 
ants in soine of the neighboring pa ishes have come forward and requested 
that their pastors shi ould also establish sach such a Bible Society among 
them. 

‘We, with the committee in Dorpat it, made arrangements for having 
them established im all the parishes of the district, which web iope will soon 
be done.” 

Lhe writer then proceeds to describe the active and almost unexampled 
exertions of this worthy de wy not only in promoting the Bible cause by es- 
tablishing associations, but also in the education of “chi ‘Idren, and by teach- 
mg them several branches of industry, and, among others, book- bindin ig. 
This he has made to turn out to the adv: antage of the Bible cause ; his 
own scholars have bound morefthan three thousand copies of the New- Tes- 
tament for the coumnittee in Dorpat, and he has engaged to bind a thou- 
sandifor the society in Riva. Ina short, the whole letter is one ef the most 
interesting documents that has reac ched these shores from that once dark

The Managers, through the liberality of the New- -York, and Auxiliary 
New-York Bible Societies, having been sat i In 1 possession of aset of stere- 
otype plates of the wists 12ino. size, directed a number of copies, not 
exceeding 10,000, to be struck off. Of these there have been pr a 
1000 copie on common, but good paper, and bound in sheep.

2500 copies on fine American paper, to cost in sheets 68 cents. 

Well bound in sheep about 88 to 90 cents. 

There are now in the press 
4500 copies on fine french paper, of linen rags, both whiter and better thaw 
the last mentioned. ‘These will cost in sheets about 58 cents a copy; and 
well bound in sheep, from 76 to 80 cents. 

The Managers recommend to every Society, sending an order for Bibles, 
to designate the mede of conv eyanc e, the place to which they are to be 
sent, and the name of the person to wines care they must be directed. 

They have also contracted for three sets of stereotype plates Svo. and 
three 12mo, which it is expected will be completed in six or seven months. 
One of the 12imo’s. they have resolved to locate in Lexington, Kentucky, 
under the direction of the Ke ntucky Bible Society. 

They have accepted of the offer of the British and Foreign Bible Soci- 
ety, toreceive as part of their donation, in lieu of money, aset of stereo- 
type plates 12mo. of the French Bible, which when received will enable 
them to furnish the public with asupply of French Bibles. 

As1 we. ig from different quarters of the country have been made on 
some points 3, to remove the difficulties which existed in the minds of some 

ersons against the uniou with the American Bible Society, the Managers 
think it pore to sta’ for general information on these points : 

1. That every Auxiliary Society must determine for itself, what is their 
surplus re evenue, after supplying their own wants; but that surplus wher 
viven, is at the sole disposal of the Managers. T hey will, however, thank- 
fully receive recommendations as to the best way of disposing eof the sur- 
plus revenue of any Auxiliary, reserving to themselves the right of adopt- 

ans, or rejecti ne the recommendation. 

As tothe interpretaton which each Auxiliary Society has a right of 
giving of the extent of their wants, the Managers respectfully suggest 
the propriety of each Auxiliary confining itself toits natural bounds. Un- 
less this be done, one Anxiliary may interfere with another, and thus while 
ene district is pie" ly supplied, em erim«ay be destitute.

Man—yeathe whole circle of living beings endowed with a capacity of 
pleasure or of pain. In its conteniplation of the vast, however, it did 
not overlook the minute : a its comprehension of the whole, it did 
not, like the modern philosophy, neglect the parts, of which that whole is 
composed. Its operations were I eculated hy the respective e claims of na- 
ture, of gratitude, of friendship, of consang, linity, of religious connexiens, 
of moral worth, and of the various legrees of wretchedness amongst the 
unhappy objects upon whom his bounty was bestowed. 

Proceeding, in the first instance, from compassion, it was afterwards 
purified by religious principle,—and_ strengthened by «sense of bis awful 
responsibility, to the great Lord of Al! for the.talent with which he was 
entrusted. Comrpassion, improperly cultivated, degenerates into an use- 
less sensibility. ‘The pleasure that attends it. ‘soothes and deceives the 
heart. An interesting account of human wretchedness excitesits pleasura- 
ble sympatheti ic emotions; the tongue utters the law of kindness ; the man 
exults in his own virtuous sensibility, and thus becomes the dupe of self- 
deception. But to enter the abodes of the wretche’,—to exainine into 
le ‘bts, and we nts, and diseases,—to encounter heuahinnaas siclits, and endure 
offensive smwelis within the sphere of infection + to give time, and thought, 
and talent, and labor, and property,—this is the substance and notthe s! had. 
ow of Virtue; the pieasu e of sensibility way be greater; but greater al- 
so is the danger of self-deceit. Death bed scenes, eloquently described,

And all this un- 
der the pretence of deli icacy of fee ung, and a tender heart! Such was 
not the benevolence of the Bristol Mesanthroptst.
